“This tragedy, a child’s 
death due to COVID-19, 
should NEVER happen 
again,” said local resident 
Josie Racco on a fundraiser 
set up by friends of the Vie- 
gas family. “Rest in peace, 
Emily.”

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City curtails coyotes with 
new management program 


Not quite “coyote ugly”. 

Mississauga rolled out 
plans to curb conflicts be- 
tween coyotes and residents 
with a new management 
program unveiled at 
Wednesday’s regular gen- 
eral committee meeting. 

The new program, the lat- 
est in a series of initiatives 
throughout Peel to clamp 
down on coyote migration 
into urban areas, details 
specific strategies to mini- 
mize impacts between coy- 
otes and residents, 


including their pets. 

The program was insti- 
tuted in response to a large 
uptick in coyote sightings — 


year based on map data, 
says Mississauga Animal 
Services manager Jay 
Smith. 

Under the new program, 
fees will increase from $100 
to $300 for residents who 
feed major wildlife, while a 
conflict classification group 
will outline potential re- 
sponses to coyote interac- 
tions based on location, 
sightings and other factors. 

Similar incidents with coy- 
ote sightings have occurred 
in Brampton over the past 
several ves, prompting di- 
rection from councillors 
and city staff to curb the sit- 
uation.

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Employees self-isolate as postal 


facility faces outbreak 


Nearly a_ week 
after tough new 


rules _— regarding 
COVID-19 _ work- 
place outbreaks 


launched, a Missis- 
sauga postal facil- 
ity is facing a 
renewed outbreak 
of cases. 

Approximately 
80 employees at 
Canada Post’s 
Gateway facility on 
Dixie Road were 
sent into self-isola- 
tion after several 
confirmed cases 
were found by Peel 
Public Health. 

In a statement, 


the postal carrier 


confirmed that the 
outbreak impacted 
all of the employ- 
ees in an afternoon 


shift, including 
employees and 
contractors, with 


the impacted indi- 
viduals sent home 
Tuesday once the 


news was con- 
firmed. 

Approximately 12 
employees who 


work at the Gate- 
way facility have 
tested positive for 
the virus within the 
last week, public 
data released by 
Peel Public Health 
confirms. 


As of Wednesday 
afternoon, eight 
workplaces were 
force to partially 
close operations 
due to confirmed 
cases, with shifts 
impacted at Ama- 
zon warehouses in 
Brampton and 
Bolton, along with 
a Canadian Tire 
distribution centre 
on Goreway Drive 
in Brampton, and 
an auto dealer on 
Woodchester 
Drive, near Win- 
ston Churchil 
Boulevard. 


Province revs up legislation to combat rs e speeding

Residents in 
areas of Peel with 
high rates of ex- 
cessive will have 
reason to cele- 
brate, as the 
province pushes 
the greenlight on 
new legislation 
that seeks to curb 
unsafe and ag- 
gressive driving. 

The province an- 
nounced Wednes- 
day afternoon that 
a new piece of leg- 
islation, the “Mov- 
ing Ontarians 
More Safely” Act, 
will introduce new 
measures to com- 
bat high-risk driv- 
ing and improve 
road_ safety, in- 
cluding greater 
oversight and pro- 
tections through 
the towing indus- 
try, increase sus- 


pensions on 
drivers’ licences 
and provide 


harsher penalties 
to drivers who 


enage in stunt rac- 
ing, aggressive 
driving and reck- 
less behaviour be- 
hind the wheel. 
Mississauga- 
Streetsville MPP 
Nina Tangri, who 
introduced a pri- 


vate members’ 
motion in Febru- 
ary regarding 


stunt and street 
racing in areas of 
Peel, including 
Brampton — and 
Caledon, told Peel 
Weekly News 
Wednesday _ that 
she was proud to 
see the legislation 
being introduced. 

“The message 
I’ve been hearing 
from the commu- 
nity is clear: this 
has become an in- 
creasing problem 
and action must 
be taken. These 
new measures will 
keep _ Ontario’s 
roads safe and 
prevent repeat of- 


fences through es- 
calating post-con- 
viction penalties.” 

The legislation, 
if passed, would 
also boost meas- 
ures to improve 
truck safety and 
highway workers 
through an associ- 
ated enforcement 
act, which would 
require truck driv- 


ers and operators 
to be certified and 
increase stan- 
dards for roadside 
behaviours, along 
with additional 
penalties for non- 
compliance. 

“I am extremely 
concerned by the 
rising numbers of 
young drivers in 
Ontario caught 


stunt driving, 
street racing and 


driving aggres- 
sively,” said 
Transportation 
Minister Mul- 
roney, who un- 
veiled the 


legislation 
Wednesday at 
Queen’s Park. “By 
increasing driver’s 
licence suspen- 


sions and vehicle 
impoundment pe- 
riods, the MOMS 
Act sends a clear 
message to drivers 
— driving is a priv- 
ilege and those 
who threaten the 
safety of others 
have no place on 
our roads.”

Resilient Communities Fund springs up for tree agency

“With COVID-19 
lockdown, we are 
missing our spring 
season for two 
years in a row,” 
said Alice Cassel- 
man, the founder 
and president of 
tree planting 
agency the Associ- 
ation for Canadian 
Educational Re- 
sources (ACER) 

“The public 
schools were 
closed for spring 
2020 planting, and 
in the fall they 
were __ restricted 
from any extracur- 
ricular activities,” 
Alice continued. 

Now with an 
$80,100 award 
from Ontario’s Re- 
silient Community 
Fund, ACER can 
“keep working 
hard for the com- 
munity, and be 
ready for fall,” said 
Mississauga 
Lakeshore MPP 
Rudy Cuzzetto. 

ACER’s _head- 
quarters is based 


in his riding. 

ACER is the pre- 
ferred school yard 
tree planting 
agency of Missis- 
saugas One Mil- 
lion Trees 
program. 

Through its vol- 
unteers, ACER has 
contributed an in- 
ventory of 1726 
trees since 2013. 

Thousands more 
native trees and 
ecosystem shrubs 
have been planted 
across 13 Conser- 
vation Authorities 
rimming the 
Golden Horseshoe 
Area. 

Recovery from 
the impacts of 
COVID-19 is the 
purpose of the in- 
vestment from the 
Ontario Trillium 
Foundation. 

As the economy 
has forced all busi- 
ness processes to 
move on-line, the 
largely in-person 
activities of the 
non-profit sector 


are also seeking to 


adapt. 

However, key 
revenue sources 
from donors, 


fundraising activi- 
ties, and program 
delivery have dried 
up in the business 
plans in charitable 
sector. 

ACER has been 
no exception. 

“In six months 
time, we can all be 
ready for school- 
involved planting,” 
says Alice. 

“In fall 2020, we 
field tested how 
school yard tree 
planting can be a 
way to safely bring 
remote and bricks- 
and-mortar — stu- 
dents together 
safely, and _ so- 
cially, with enrich- 
ing STEM, ecology 
and outdoor edu- 
cation —curricu- 
lum.” 

Alice is happy to 
see that COVID-19 
vaccine confidence 
is increasing, and

government health 
officials anticipate 
that by fall 2021, 
all Ontarians aged 
16 years or older 
can be immunized 
if they so choose. 

During 2020, 
ACER saw_ only 
one project funded 
sl a pilot project 

exten aie 
plaiting for 
Change _ climate 
change lab from 
school yard sites to 
publicly-accessed 
community _ set- 
tings. 

Dubbed Project 
Crossroads, the 
urban — reforesta- 
tion initiative con- 
tributed five 
climate lab instal- 
lations to Bra- 
malea Sustainable 
Neighbourhood 
Action Program. 

Now, with funds 
to hire external 
trainers and con- 
sultants, ACER’s 
full suite of pro- 
grams can acceler- 
ate adaptation to 


Pandemic proto- 
cols and digital de- 
livery. 

New content will 
be generated for 
additional on-line 
resources, training 
and hosting of 
community stake- 
holder meetings. 

“Trees are the 
earth’s lungs,” says 
Alice. “It is sym- 
bolic and healing 
for us all to recover 
from lung-disease 
COVID by planting 
more trees.” 

ACER is looking 
forward to resume 
delivering its mis- 
sion of helping 
communities learn 
about their envi- 
ronment, take cli- 
mate action that 
restores tree 
canopy to mitigate 
extreme weather 
events, monitor 
and sustain tree 
thriving, and share 
data for interna- 
tional climate 
change research. 
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Is Ford hoping to beat COVID-19 on the cheap?

After Ontario Pre- 


mier Doug Ford 
promised to imple- 
ment the "best" 
paid sick leave pro- 
gram in North 
America, the 
provincial govern- 
ment announced 
that workers in- 
fected with COVID- 
19 will be able to get 
three paid sick days. 

The program will 
be managed by the 


Workplace Safety 
Insurance Board 
(WSIB), and the 


provincial govern- 
ment will reimburse 
employers with 100 
per cent of em- 
ployee salaries — up 
to $200 a day. 
Amid a wave of 
negative publicity, 
Ford finally pushed 
forward with steps 
to double the fed- 
eral program’s paid 
sick day program 
from $500 _ to 
$1,000 for a week. 
My hypothesis: 
Ford is hoping to 
beat the virus on the 
cheap. He has plans 
for that $12 billion 


that is likely not 
health-related, 
maybe an excellent 
tax cut at the end of 
all of this without 
cutting services, so 
he looks like a hero. 

I certainly under- 
stand how frustra- 
tion has become 
anger regarding his 
handling of COVID- 


19. 

Aside from the At- 
lantic = provinces 
(and possibly BC), 
until recently, one 
cannot assign a sat- 
isfactory grade to- 
ward how Canadian 
provinces have 
dealt with the pan- 
demic. 

Instead, one gen- 
erally beholds com- 
promises between 
public health and 
commerce, the 
greater public good 
and personal free- 
dom. In accordance 
with a moral of an 
old Aesop fable, 
he/she who tries to 


please everyone 
ends up satisfying 
nobody. 

I think this char- 
acterizes the 
provincial re- 
sponses toward 
COVID-19 overall. 
While I _ think 


Trudeau's less than 
stellar procurement 


of vaccines  cur- 
rently enfeebles our 
response toward the 
pandemic, the polit- 
ical fallout from 
COVID-19 affects 
provincial premiers 
more since health- 
care ultimately falls 
under provincial ju- 
risdiction. 

I suspect Premier 
Ford's political des- 
tiny has already 
been determined, 
and he'll meet elec- 
tion defeat along 
with Legault in 
Quebec and Kenney 
in Alberta. 

Failed responses 
to the pandemic are 
ultimately political 
failures, and I figure 
that the pandemic 
will cause the de- 
mise of populist 
governance in 
Canada more than 
anything else. 

In the beginning, 
he played a good 
game. But he never 
provided the eco- 
nomic and other re- 
sources necessary to 
properly implement 
the measures re- 
quired to control 
the spread of the in- 
fection. 

He tried to 'bal- 
ance’ the actions 
taken to both pro- 
tect the population

and allow the econ- 
omy to continue un- 
fettered in the short 
term. 

As a consequence, 
he did neither. 

Also, the economy 
has declined over a 
more extended pe- 
riod than necessary 
because people who 
could reduce their 
personal risk with- 
drew and stopped 
going out to eat, 
drink and buy stuff. 

Those who had no 
other options to 
continue feeding 
themselves were 
forced to continue 
working, often in 
crowded conditions 
that hastened the 
spread of the virus - 
and the damage to 
themselves and 
their families. 

Even Mayors in 
Peel and abroad, 
along with many 
other leaders and 
health officials, 
keep asking him for 
the sick day pay 
leave. 

Because there was 
no hard lockdown 
that lasted until the 
infection rate as 
close to zero as pos- 
sible, followed by an 
adequate test, trace 
and isolate proto- 
col, the virus con- 


tinued circulating in 
the population. 

Then, when the 
restrictions were 
eased, exponential 
growth resumed 
from relatively high 
levels. 

We now have a sit- 
uation in which the 
medical system is at 
risk of breaking 
down. In the next 
month, we may 
have situations in 
which people who 
desperately need 
medical care are re- 
fused because there 
is no hospital capac- 


ity. 

He probably did- 
n't count on all the 
deaths that he never 
mentions, and 
maybe doesn't real- 
izer that exponen- 
tial growth means 
each delay exacts an 
increasing death 
toll. 

I don't know why 
he isn't pushing out 
the vaccines as fast 
as he can. But the 
vaccine part I will 
not blame on him 
because whatever 


comes from the fed- 
eral side, he's doing 
his best to get into 
the arms of resi- 
dents. 

But I feel pity for 
Ford; I 


Premier 


wouldn't want to be 
in his shoes. He has 
teachers and "front 
line" health 
providers chewing 
on his ass, telling all 
who will listen how 
stressed they are. 

The business own- 
ers are chewing on 
his ass about lost 
revenue and_ that 
they should be 
open. The top dis- 
ease specialists are 
telling him that the 
variants are spread- 
ing faster than we 
can immunize and 
that we need the 
province shut down. 

He has the NDP 
and the Liberals 
spewing their usual 
rhetoric instead of 
helping the situa- 
tion.

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As Canada and China trade barbs — who will blink first?

It is quite inter- 
esting to note that 
the first letter of 
Canada and China 
starts with the 
same letter - C - 
and they are at 
odds with each 
other. 

On one hand, 
Canada has ar- 
rested Huawei 
CFO Meng 
Wanzhou at the 
Vancouver airport 
at the request of 
the United States, 
claiming that she 
lied about the 
business dealings 
with Iran. 

On the other 
hand, China has 
arrested two 
Canadians, Cana- 
dian diplomat 
Michael  Kovrig 
and entrepreneur 
Michael Spavor in 
2018 shortly after 
Ms. Meng's arrest 
— it seems an ap- 
parent retaliation. 

It is a battle of 
two extremely dif- 
ferent countries. I 
believe that the 
release of the two 
Michaels will not 
happen unless the 
release of Meng 
Wanzhou is in- 
cluded in the 
same package. 

We have to re- 
member that we 
are dealing with 
two different po- 
litical, judicial, 


legal, social and 
cultural systems. 

Canada is a 
democratic coun- 
try, whereas 
China is a Com- 
munist country 
which has a one 
political party 
system and the 
leader does 


change quite 
often. 
As much as 


Canada likes to 
discredit China in 
every which way, 
one has to realize 
that the latter 
does have politi- 
cal and judicial 
systems that serve 
its purposes to its 
citizens. 

Canada is trying 
to resolve a very 
sensitive case by 
saying China's ju- 
dicial system is 
not a legitimate 
system. 

Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau is 
saying that if 
China does not 
practice the same 
type of Canadian 
judicial system 
and political affil- 
iation as his way 
of doing business, 
then it is not le- 
gitimate. 

By the same 
token, he is im- 
plying that if you 
practice and be- 
lieve the same re- 
ligion as he does 


then other reli- 
gion is not a legit- 
imate religion. 

As if, “My god is 
better than 
yours.” It does 
not work that 


way. 

if Western polit- 
ical leaders be- 
lieve that a 
democratic gov- 
ernment is the 
best in the world 
then by now we 
would have all 
countries adhere 
to a democratic 
system. But as we 
know, this is not 
the case. 

Russia, China, 
North Korea, 
some Indonesian 
countries and 
most Middle 
Eastern countries 
have a non-demo- 
cratic _ political 
and judicial sys- 
tem. 

I always believe 
that any political 
system is justified 
on its own merit, 
just like any reli- 
gion, culture and 
judicial are justi- 
fied on their on 
merits. I cannot 
say my religion 
better than yours 
or my culture is 
better than yours. 
To like them or to 
believe in them is 
a different matter. 

Therefore, for 
Trudeau to cate- 


gorically say out 
loud that China's 
judicial system is 
illegitimate will 
not help him ad- 
vance his cause, 
and that is, to se- 
cure the release of 
the two Michaels. 

I am sure China 
probably has the 
same negative 
opinion of 
Trudeau's judicial 
government. 

On one hand, 
Trudeau practices 
the "rule of law" 
in the dealing 
with Meng's case 
and on the other 
hand, he has been 
allegedly accused 
of interfering in 
the SNC-Lavalin 
affair case, then 
expelled the then- 
attorney general, 
Jody Wilson-Ray- 
bould, from his 
cabinet when she 
dared to stand up 
against the order. 

He is lecturing 
the Chinese gov- 
ernment on 
human rights, 
and in the mean- 
time, his govern- 
ment, military 
department and 
RCMP are 
plagued with sex- 
ual harassment 
and racism issues. 

Let's face it. No 
country, political 
or social structure 
is perfect by 


someone _ else's 
standards. They 
all have their 
flaws by other's 
standards. 

Therefore, we 


have to find a 
common ground 
when dealing with 
international and 
world affairs. 
Hence, what 
Trudeau has to do 
is, to quote the 
title of his book, 
find a common 
ground, and have 
a conversation 
with Chinese gov- 
ernment to secure 
the release of the 
two Michaels 
while finding a 
reasonable solu- 
tion to resolve 
Meng Wanzhou's 
case, instead of 
constantly lashing 
out and criticizing 
China in every 
which way. I do 
not think China is 
appreciative of it. 
Trudeau is rally- 
ing other coun- 
tries to join him 
to secure the re- 
lease of the two 
Michaels. But the 


other countries 
can only do so 
much — and do 


not forget that 
China is only one 
of the two super 
powers in trades. 

Hence, other 
countries do not 
want to jeopard- 


ize their relation- 
ship with China 
on the back of 
Trudeau's govern- 
ment. 

What is very 
ironic and hypo- 
critical is that 
Canada is. still 
buying products 
from China — 
from appliances, 
parts for cars, 
computer chips, 
cell phones down 
to clothes and 
socks. 

I just bought a 
Mercedes-Benz 
toy car for my 


grandkids, and 
when I opened 
the box, it 
said,"Made in 
China." 


Trudeau is in 
sandwiched _ be- 
tween China and 
the U.S. 

Who to please? 
Send Meng 
Wanzhou home to 
China or extradite 
her to the U.S. 

At the end of 
the day, it is the 
ultimate decision 
of the Attorney 
General of 
Canada to allow 
the extradition to 
the U.S. or not. 

The question is 
— who will blink 
first, Canada or 
China? 

We will see! Stay 
tuned!

Councillors in 
Caledon rolled out 
an ambitious climate 
change plan _ this 
week, hoping’ to 
make a dent in 
greenhouse gas 
emissions and posi- 
tion the Town for fu- 
ture. 

Town Council ap- 
proved the ambi- 
tious plan at 
Tuesday evening’s 
regular meeting, 
which includes a 
pledge to meet 
greenhouse gas re- 
duction targets and 
hit net zero emis- 
sions by 2050. 

“I’m proud that we 
have passed _ this 
plan, and especially 
during Earth 
Month,” Mayor 


Allan Thompson told 
Peel Weekly News 
Wednesday _after- 
noon. “Considering 
that Council had de- 
clared a_ climate 
emergency in Jan. 
2020, this means 
that the Town and 
community mem- 
bers together can 
collectively work to- 
wards a common 
goal of reducing 
GHG emissions.” 
The plan outlines 
over 60 actions that 
the Town will imple- 
ment over the next 
decade, including 
greater support for 
local _ agricultural 
systems; supporting 
low-carbon _ trans- 
portation initiatives 
in the Town and 


abroad; transition- 
ing to low-carbon 
energy sources; de- 
veloping core infra- 
structure (such as 
roads and bridges) 
to be developed to 
withstand major 
weather events; and 
reducing emissions 
from the Town’s own 
energency sources. 
The success of this 
lan will be a com- 
ined effort from 
residents, schools, 
businesses, other 
agencies and levels 
of government, said 
Thompson.

“City staff is re- 
viewing potential 
actions to address 
future shortfalls... 
the currently an- 
nounced federal 
and provincial 
funding will not be 
sufficient to fully 
offset 2022 and 
2023 pressures, “ 
said the city’s chief 
financial officer, 
Gary Kent. 

The city also 
faces continued 
challenges on next 
year’s operating 
and capital budg- 
ets, along with its 
stormwater charge 
program, said 
Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie. 

“Mississauga has 
been in lockdown 
since Nov. 2020, 
and the city, along 
with Mississauga 
residents and 
businesses, con- 


tinue to face sig- 
nificant financial 
hardships,” Crom- 


bie said late 
Wednesday. “The 
reality is that pub- 


lic health meas- 
ures have severely 
impacted many 
service areas. 
Transit ridership 
and revenues have 
significantly de- 
creased, along 
with revenue and 
user fees from our 
recreational and 
cultural facilities. 
Our costs have re- 
mained the same, 
while our rev- 
enues have plum- 
meted.” 

The city previ- 
ously faced a 
deficit position of 
$55.5 million last 
year, forcing hir- 
ing cutbacks and 
temporary cost- 
cutting measures 
to offset expendi- 
tures. 


While provincial 
and federal fund- 
ing has provided a 
critical lifeline, in- 
cluding the Safe 
Restart Agree- 
ment, which re- 
duced the deficit 
to zero last year, 
the city will con- 
tinue to face rev- 
enue _ shortfalls 
into 2022 “and be- 
yond,” said city 
manager Paul 
Mitcham. 

“The  informa- 
tion we are look- 
ing at today will 
give us the ability 
to continue our 
work across the 
corporation to 
proactively man- 
age the budget as 
we go forward,” 
said Mitcham.

We are writing to 
you on behalf of our 
constituents in the 
six Mississauga rid- 
ings. 

As you know, On- 
tario is in the midst 
of a third wave 
caused largely by 
variants of concern, 
that entered our 
borders earlier this 
year. 

Recently, Ontario 
confirmed 36 cases 
of the B.1617 variant 
first identified in 
India. These cases 


were associated 
with international 
travel. 


This is extremely 
concerning for our 
constituents in Mis- 
sissauga, many of 
whom have seen on 
the news the devas- 
tating impacts of 
this variant in India 
and other countries. 

Ontario has also 
seen thousands of 
confirmed cases of 
the P.1, B.1.1.7 and 
B.1.351 variants. 

Variants of con- 
cern now make up 
approximately 70 
per cent of daily 
new cases in On- 
tario. 

They are more 
easily transmissible 
and deadly, and 
continue to have a 
devastating impact 
on our hospitals 
and Intensive Care 
Units. 

These COVID-19 
variants arrived in 
Ontario through our 
airports and border 
crossings. Since last 
year, our govern- 
ment has been call- 
ing for strengthened 
measures to prevent 
these deadly vari- 
ants from entering 
the province, so we 
can protect Ontari- 
ans. 

The people of Mis- 
sissauga require im- 
mediate leadership 


from our federal 
government to pre- 
vent this crisis from 
getting worse. 

Earlier this week, 
your government 
announced a ban on 
direct flights from 
India and Pakistan. 

While we welcome 
this step, it does not 
address the severity 
of the crisis we are 
facing. 

We, the six Mem- 
bers of Provincial 
Parliament repre- 
senting Missis- 
sauga, request our 
federal counterparts 
immediately: 

1) Close the bor- 
ders and ban all 
non-essential 
travel. 

2) Close the loop- 
hole that allows 
travellers to enter at 
land borders and 
avoid quarantining 
at authorized gov- 
ernment hotels. 

As you know, Mis- 
sissauga is home to 
Pearson  Interna- 
tional Airport, the 
busiest airport in 
Canada. 

This last week 
alone, nearly 
10,000 foreign na- 
tional travellers en- 
tered through this 
airport. 

In the past week, 
22 international 
flights have landed 
at Pearson with pos- 


sible COVID-19 ex- 
posures. 

These numbers 
are staggering and 
should fe a wakeup 
call that further ac- 
tion is needed. 

Additionally, 
nearly 80,000 peo- 
ple -- not including 
essential commer- 
cial truckers — have 
crossed Canada's 
land borders in the 
last week alone. 

Our government 
has stepped up and 
taken action to pro- 
tect our borders, an 
area that is a federal 
responsibility. We 
were the first juris- 
diction in Canada to 
bring in mandatory 
COVID-19 airport 


testing. 

Further, we issued 
an Emergency 
Order _ restricting 
travel into Ontario 
through land and 


water crossings 
from Manitoba and 
Quebec. 


However, we need 
immediate support 
from the federal 
government to se- 
cure our interna- 
tional borders. 

The people of Mis- 
sissauga, many of 
whom are essential 
workers, have made 
sacrifices every day 
throughout this 
pandemic. 

It is only right that 
all levels of govern- 
ment do everything 


in their power to 
limit the spread of 
this deadly virus 
and_ protect the 
health and safety of 
all citizens. 

We urgently ask 
that your govern-

The second wave 
of the COVID-19 
pandemic has dealt 
a severe blow to 
India, making the 
country desperately 
in need of life-sav- 
ing oxygen as cases 
spiral out of con- 
trol. 

The country is 
seeking _interna- 
tional help for oxy- 
gen, beds in the 
hospital and critical 
vaccines to combat 
the disease. 

Crematoriums 
and funeral parlors 
have also faced a se- 
vere influx of griev- 
ing families and 
fallen __ residents, 
with no relief in 
sight, as cases 
topped 352,991 new 
active infections on 
Apr. 26. 

Signs of the begin- 
ning of the second 
wave were visible 
from Apr. 1. What 
was the reason be- 
hind this? 

The policies of the 
people, the govern- 


ment, the Planning 
Commission, the 
bureaucrats, the 


Kumbh Mela, Holi, 
Vaisakhi, the elec- 
tion rallies, Ra- 
madan  or_ the 
over-satisfied and 
secure state of mind 
that the COVID-19 
infection is over. All 
of these factors may 
in part or wholly in- 
fluenced the spi- 
ralling case 
numbers. 

The face of the 
country changed in 
just less than 20 
days, as cases have 
reached consistent 
new highs.

The Indian Air 
Force has deployed 
five types of aircraft 
and helicopters 
dure to the deterio- 
rating conditions, 
and has continu- 
ously started sup- 
plying oxygen and 
other essential sup- 


plies to various 
parts of the coun- 
try. 

Oxygen tankers 


are also being deliv- 
ered to various 
states as soon as 
possible. Indian Air 
Force planes are 
also bringing in 


oxygen from 
abroad, including 
Singapore. 

Many countries 


have also come for- 
ward to help India 
in its hour of need. 
For example, the 
Tata Group, in col- 
laboration with the 
German company 
Linde, has acquired 
24 oxygen trans- 
port tanks which 
will be airlifted to 
India to augment 


the oxygen trans- 
port capacity. Ger- 
man chancellor 
Angela Merkel has 
said her govern- 
ment was preparing 
to provide emer- 
gency assistance to 
India. 

The United States 
is also working to 
immediately deploy 
medications, 
COVID-19 rapid di- 
agnostic test kits, 
ventilators, and 
personal protective 
equipment to India 
and seek to provide 
oxygen supplies. 

European Com- 
mission chief Ur- 
sula von der Leyen 
tweeted that the or- 
ganization was 
"pooling resources 
to respond rapidly 
to India's request 
for assistance." 

British Prime 
Minister Boris 
Johnson says the 
U.K. is also consid- 
ering ways to help 
India. According to 
him, India is an im- 
portant ally, and 
the help given to it 
could include venti- 
lators and other es- 
sentials for 
treatment. Ger- 


many also prom- 
ised rapid support. 
Neighbouring rival 
Pakistan offered 
medical equipment 
and supplies after 
Prime Minister 
Imran Khan 
tweeted prayers for 
a "speedy recov- 
ery." 

Meanwhile, the 
Abdul Sattar Idi 
Foundation, a Pak- 
istani self-help 
group, has offered 
to send 50 ambu- 
lances and support 
staff to help India 
fight the second 
wave of COVID-19. 

China has also ex- 
tended a _ helping 
hand to India in 
this hour of crisis. 

Since the COVID- 
19 epidemic began 
last year, India has 
become the world's 
largest pharmacy, 
with the country 
shipping hydroxy- 
chloroquine to the 
countries that 
needed twice as 
much oxygen in the 
first ten months of 
the epidemic. 

India used to sup- 
ply vaccines across 
Africa, Europe and 
other former Asian 


countries. The In- 
dian government 
even donated 
100,000 __vaccine 
shots to Kenya to 
start _its own 
COVID-19 vaccina- 
tion strategy earlier 
this year. 

Now when _ it 
comes to own coun- 
try, in this battle, 
India has fallen 
from grace. 

This is a harsh les- 
son, for both the 
government and 
the people of India. 
The epidemic is not 
going away so fast. 

A third wave has 
also. arrived in 
many countries. In 
such a scenario, we 
have to make 
arrangements so 
that supply chains 
in the manufactur- 
ing, production and 
distribution sectors 
can continue unim- 
peded in the event 
of widespread in- 
fection. 

When this pan- 
demic is over, many 
difficult questions 
will be asked -- but 
for now, all resi- 
dents must together 
to overcome this 
deadly virus. 
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Brampton pushes for “fair deal” for auto insurance 


Having achieved a 
“fair deal” for its local 
hospitals, Brampton 
is setting its sights on 
the next deal — auto 
insurance. 

The city said Tues- 
day that it is calling 
on the province to 
expedite the review 
and reform of auto 
insurance rates in 
Brampton and_ be- 
yond — with an asso- 
ciated campaign to 
match. 

The #FairDealFor- 
Brampton campaign 
seeks to “put a lid on” 
spiralling auto insur- 
ance costs, which are, 
on average, 123 per 
cent higher for driv- 
ers in the city versus 
the average driver in 
the province. 

“As families in 
Brampton, and 
around Ontario, 
grap le with financial 
challenges arising 
from the COVID-19 
pandemic, govern- 
ments must continue 
to work together to 
address the rising 
costs of auto insur- 
ance,” said Mayor 
Patrick Brown. 
“Change is long over- 
due and we must end 
postal code discrimi- 
nation in determin- 
ing insurance rates.” 

Drivers continue to 
see varying auto in- 
surance costs by 
postal codes across 
the city, with rates as 
high as $3,301, which 
is more than two 
times the provincial 
average. 

The city unveiled 


several ways for resi- 
dents to voice their 
support for the mo- 
tion, via a petition on 
the City of Brampton 
website 
(brampton.ca) and 
through social media 
engagement. 

“Brampton drivers 
have been paying 
higher automobile in- 
surance rates than 
the rest of the 
province just because 
of postal codes for far 
too long,” said Wards 
9 & 10 regional coun- 
cillor Gurpreet 
Dhillon. “It’s time the 
(province) followed 
up on its promise to 
review and reform 
automobile insurance 
rates. 

In an Oct. 2020 
cover story, Peel 
Weekly News spoke 
toa former Brampton 
MP who stated that 
the cause of spiralling 
auto insurance rates 
lies with the province, 
not insurance compa- 
nies. 

Former Brampton 
West MPP _ Vic 
Dhillon said last year 
that even a small per 
cent reduction would 
create a massive tax 
hole in the provincial 
finances, and that 
false claims are “just 
a small tip of the ice- 
berg.” 

Moreover, insur- 
ance companies are 
able to claim, and do 
claim, tax deductions 
for fraud claims. 
Dhillon said that the 
real part of the prob- 
lem is the provincial 


government itself. 

“Tt does not matter 
which political party 
forms the govern- 
ment; insurance pre- 
mium increases 
remain imminent as 
the government des- 
perately needs more 
and more tax rev- 
enue,” Dhillon ex- 
plained. 

Dhillon is not the 
only one who drew 
attention to the mat- 
ter of soaring premi- 
ums. NDP _ Auto 
Insurance Critic Tom 
Rakocevic made re- 
peated requests last 
summer for the 
province to stop pre- 
mium gouging on 
Ontario residents. 

Ontario has some of 
the highest auto in- 
surance rates in the 
country, though this 
has been tempered in 
recent months by the 
uncertainty sur- 
rounding the COVID- 
19 pandemic, which 
has caused lower 
driving rates and re- 
lief measures for cus- 
tomers. 

“Instead of getting a 
discount on auto in- 
surance that reflected 
the decrease in driv- 
ing and _ accidents, 
Ontario drivers got 
tossed a few bucks or 
told to downgrade 
their coverage, and be 
grateful,” Rakocevic 
said in July 2020. 

Dhillon told Peel 
Weekly News last 
year that MPPs, espe- 
cially those newly 
elected, do not know 
the real reason be- 


hind the spiking in- 
surance premiums. 

Without the proper 
knowledge, and due 
to hierarchy pressure, 
MPPs are unable to 
resolve it. 

Dhillon also said 
that this is not an 
issue to be resolved 
by pointing fingers at 
the insurance compa- 
nies because, “The 
real problem is inside 
the government.” 

Without prior ap- 
proval of the Finan- 
cial Services 
Commission of On- 
tario (FSCO), insur- 
ance companies 
cannot increase the 
premiums. More in- 
surance premium 
means more tax rev- 
enue for the govern- 
ment. How much 
difference does it 
make? 


Insurance premium 
increase (every year) 
in Ontario is like an 
indirect tax increase, 
said Dhillon. Without 
the approval of the 
government, the pre- 
mium cannot be in- 
creased. He _ also 
added that federal 
NDP leader Jagmeet 
Singh failed to help 
resolve this _politi- 
cized issue because 
he did not know what 
and where the prob- 
lem was, and the 
same story is with so 
many MPPs today. 

When asked why he 
never disclosed this 
information while he 
was MPP and mem- 
ber of the Kathleen 
Wynne government, 
Dhillon explained 


that he did not want 
to lose his job be- 
cause “(I) had a fam- 


ily to take care of.” 

Last year, Premier 
Doug Ford’s office 
said in an emailed 
statement to Peel 
Weekly News. that, 
“Our message to auto 
insurance companies 
has been clear — they 
should provide relief 
that reflects the seri- 
ous hardship people 
are facing as a result 
of this unprecedented 
situation.... we'll be 
watching to make 
sure insurance com- 
panies step up. Our 
government will con- 
tinue to work with 
regulators to identify 
new opportunities 
and monitor how the 
auto insurance sector 
is responding to the 
challenges people are 
facing."

clinic openings 
expected over the 
next few days. 

The sites, some 
of which have 


been __ partially 
closed due _ to 
stringent new 


regulations initi- 
ated by the re- 
gion, are 
expected to ad- 
minister approxi- 
mately 7,000 
shots per day 
through the next 
three weeks, in a 


bid to clamp 
down ons spi- 
ralling case 
counts in 
hotspots. 


The new clinics 
will provide a big 
boost to mobile 
offerings in the 
region as it con- 
tinues its mass 
vaccination plan, 
said Peel’s med- 
ical officer of 
health, Dr. 
Lawrence Loh. 

“By reaching 
out directly to 
residents and 
workplaces in 
hotspots, we can 
continue to ad- 
dress transmis- 
sion in our 
community and 
quickly protect 
even more resi- 
dents in our com- 
Me Wd Md ty, 
particularly those 
who cannot work 
from home,” Loh 
said Monday. 

Mobile clinics 
for Amazon, 
which also saw 
partial closures 
this weekend at 
its distribution 
centres in Bolton 
and Brampton, 
will begin vacci- 


nations on May 


Several commu- 
nity clinics, phar- 
macies, pop-up 
clinics and hospi- 
tal clinics are al- 
ready open for 
vaccinations, 
along with sites 
opening at places 
of worship. 

On Tuesday, the 
region an- 
nounced that the

We 
have seen, felt 
and seen the ef- 
fects of the epi- 
demic. We must 
consider our- 
selves global cit- 
izens.” 

The death toll 
from COVID-19 
surpassed 
195,000 ‘cases

announced in 
the country 
Wednesday 
morning. 

The Indian 
Supreme Court 


has tried worked 
restore the sup- 
ply of oxygen in 
Delhi and other

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Province and feds spar over paid sick leave package

A bridge too far, 
a proposal too 
short? 

The Ford govern- 
ment and federal 
branch _ sparred 
earlier this week 
over a_ potential 
paid sick leave 
package for work- 
ers in Peel and 
abroad, after 
weeks of uncer- 
tainty and state- 
ments by the 
Premier over sup- 
port. 

The province an- 
nounced Wednes- 
day evening that it 
would be bringin 
legislation forwar 
to double pay- 
ments made 
through the 
Canada Recovery 
Sickness Benefit 
(CRSB) program, 
along with up to 


three paid sick 
days per’ em- 
ployee. 


Labour Minister 
Monte Mc- 
Naughton will un- 
veil the legislation 
Thursday morn- 
ing, which would 
require employers 
to provide employ- 
ees with up to 
$200 of pay for up 
to three days if 
they are missing 
work because of 
COVID-19. 

The program will 
be retroactive to 
Apr. 19, 2021 and 
effective until Sep. 
25, the date the 
CRSB will expire. 

Prime Minister 
Justin Trudeau 
said in a news con- 
ference Tuesday 
afternoon that em- 
ployers must be 


involved in such 
decisions. 

“Provinces need 
to look at the way 
to deliver it sim- 
ply, directly 
through employers 
which the federal 
government can't 
do," Trudeau said. 

On the same day, 
McNaughton said 
such a deal with 
the feds would 
only be possible if 
Ottawa handled 
the rollout, with 
the province foot- 
ing the bill. 

In a letter to fed- 
eral Finance Min- 
ister Chrystia 
Freeland, provin- 
cial Finance Min- 
ister Peter 
Bethlenfalvy said 
the province was 
ready to deliver on 
its promise and 


would pay employ- 
ees immediately. 
In response to 
the letter, Free- 
land’s office re- 
sponded in a 
statement that 
“when the 
(province) is read 
to implement Sic 
Leave in busi- 
nesses that are 
regulated, as we 
have done at the 
federal level, we 


will help.” 

To some, includ- 
ing NDP leader 
Andrea Horwath, 
the measures still 
aren’t enough. 

“This action is 
coming far too 
late. Too late to 
stop COVID-19 
from getting out of 
control. Too late 
for workers who 
have already got- 
ten sick,” said 


Horwath. “Three 
sick days is not 
enough.” 


A paid Sick Days 
program was in- 
troduced by the 
former provincial 
Liberal govern- 
ment when it came 
to power in 2018, 
but was scrapped 
by the Ford gov- 
ernment after they 
took office.

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Construction begins as Mississauga pushes capital projects 


A busy construc- 
tion season is set 
to commence this 
summer, as the 
City of Missis- 
sauga announced 
plans late last 
week to accelerate 
its rollout of capi- 
tal projects with a 
$76 million-dollar 
boost. 

The city said last 
week that it is 
continuing to 
move on a number 
of projects within 
its Roads and 
Stormwater Capi- 
tal Programs, 
which include in- 
vestments into 


major transporta- 
tion and stormwa- 
ter infrastructure 
projects. 

“As our city con- 
tinues to grow and 
mature, we need 
to ensure that our 
infrastructure is 
kept in good re- 
pair through regu- 
lar maintenance 
so that we can 
move people 
safely through our 
city,” said Mayor 
Bonnie Crombie 
in an online video 
posted last week. 

“As we continue 
to navigate 
COVID-19, it is so 


important _ that 
residents are able 
to get to their des- 
tinations safely... 
this essential work 
that will make 
Mississauga safer 
and help boost the 
city’s economy.” 
Construction 
projects within 
the City’s Roads 
and Stormwater 
Capital Programs 
involve repair and 
maintenance’ of 
critical infrastruc- 
ture that helps 
keep all road users 
moving safely and 
manage stormwa- 
ter to reduce the 


risk of flooding. 

This includes 
road resurfacing, 
sidewalk and 
multi-use trail 
construction, 
bridge __ repairs, 
creek and erosion 
control work and 
construction of 
new stormwater 
management fa- 
cilities. 

Currently, con- 
struction projects 
are deemed essen- 
tial under provin- 
cial regulations, 
and 11. capital 
projects are 
planned to com- 
mence this year, 
with a further 11 
projects continu- 
ing from last year. 

Despite the limi- 
tations and delays 
caused by the pan- 
demic, the city has 
a very busy con- 
struction season 
planned for this 
year, said the 
city’s transporta- 
tion and works 
commissioner, 
Geoff Wright, 
Commissioner, 
Transportation 
and Works. 

“While we con- 
tinue to do the es- 
sential work that 
makes travelling 
safer and easier 
for all road users, 
we do so with the 
health and safety 
of residents, 
workers and con- 
tractors as a top 
priority,” Wright 


said in a _ state- 
ment. “We _ will 
continue to work 
closely with our 
contractors to en- 
sure that the Oc- 
cupational Health 
and Safety Act is 
upheld and that 
all on-site best 
practices are fol- 
lowed as recom- 
mended by public 
health officials.” 

Residents are 
encouraged to use 
the city’s con- 
struction map to 
see where projects 
are currently un- 
derway, which can 
be accessed at 
mississauga.ca/pr 
ojects-and-strate- 
gies/current-con- 
struction-projects. 

Using the map, 
residents can view 
the types of proj- 
ects that are hap- 
pening in the city 
and who to con- 
tact if they have 
any questions re- 
lated to the proj- 
ect. 

The city is also 
introducing a 
“Field Ambassa- 
dor” program this 


year to_ better 
communicate 
questions from 


construction sites 
to the public and 
local businesses, a 
city representative 
said Thursday. 
Following on 
from the launch of 
a Ray Constrol 
Subsidy Pilot Pro- 


gram launched 
last year in re- 
sponse to commu- 
nity feedback in 
the Applewood 
Heights area, a 
Construction Pest 
Control Program 
will also launch 
during the 2021 
construction sea- 
son to address 
concerns raised by 
residents in the 
past about rat 
sightings near 
construction sites. 

Residents and 
commuters can 
expect to see 
major construc- 
tion happening 
along the 
Hurontario corri- 
dor this year, be- 
tween the Port 
Credit GO Station 
and Highway 407, 
as well as signifi- 
cant progress 
being made on 
Metrolinx’s 
Hurontario Light 
Rail Transit 
(HuLRT) Project. 
It’s expected that 
most of the 
Hurontario corri- 
dor will be under 
construction by 
the fall. The line is 
expected to be 
completed by late 


2024. 
As construction 
gets underway, 


residents can use 
the construction 
map to plan alter- 
nate routes’ to 
avoid traffic.

Caledon Public 
Library unveiled 
plans earlier this 
week regarding the 
modernizing of a 
local branch — and 
a place for resi- 
dents young and 
old to hone their 
creative skills. 

The library sys- 
tem announced a 
new project Mon- 
day to reimagine 
the Margaret Dunn 
Valleywood 
Branch, with a

said Lipp. “We also 
see this branch as a 
destination for all 
of Caledon.”

AQ&A 
session took place at 
after the screening 
of the movie. 

The main organ- 
izer of the Oakville 
Film Festival, 
Wendy Donnan, in- 
troduced the Q & A 


session. She gra- 
ciously thanked In- 
digenous people for 
their contribution 
to the country’s film 
industry and culture 
as a special tribute. 

TV personality, 
and Breakfast Tele- 
vision host Jennifer 
Valentyne hosted 
the Q & A session, 
which featured Ivan 
Reitman, Jack 
Blum, and Kate 
Lynch. 
started by 
thanking the spon- 
sors of the event, 
which included 
Telefilm Canada, 
Netflix, and the CBC 
amongst others, 
which have helped 
support struggling 
artists during the 
COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

Lynch has made 
an impressive con- 
tribution to TV 
shows and _ films. 
She has appeared in 
over 65 films and 
TV shows, and even 
appeared as an ac- 
tress in productions 
of the Shaw Festi- 
val. She considers 
herself “a champion 
of Canadian film.” 


Reitman has over 
75 films to his 
credit. “Meatballs” 
was the first movie 
he directed. “Ani- 
mal House” (1978) 
was a movie he co- 
produced to great 
commercial and 
critical acclaim. 

Summer camps 
were taking place in 
Halliburton, where 
filming of “Meat- 


balls’ took place 
starting in Aug. 
1979. 


Reitman pointed 
out during the Q & 
Athat camp re- 


flected the “Spirit of 
kids in big groups 
and a loving atmos- 
phere.” 


Blum, who played 
“Spaz” in the movie, 
said that “shooting 
the movie, itself, felt 
like summer camp.” 

Ironically, he was 
assisting in the cast- 
ing of “Meatballs” 
and ended up read- 
ing for the part of 
“Spaz”. 

He gave the char- 
acter a nerdy image 
by putting masking 
tape on the frame of 
the glasses he was 
wearing. 

Reitman pointed 
out that he became 
aware of Bill Mur- 
ray by seeing, and 
meeting him, on a 
National Lampoon 
Broadway show. 


He said one rea- 
son the movie has 
enduring appeal is 
because of the cor- 
dial relationship of 
Murray’s and Chris 
Makepeace’s_ char- 
acters. Lynch feels 
that the movie still 
“has lots of heart.” 

Blum pointed out 
that, even though 
there was a script, 
“nobody knew what 
was going to hap- 
pen.” Therefore, 
that spontaneous 
aspect gave the 
movie its enduring 
appeal. 

Even though Na- 
tional Canadian 
Film Day took place 
on Apr.] 21, you can 


still see interviews 
and films on their 
website, along with 


a host of extra mate- 
rial.

Hopefully, next 
year, it will be an in- 
person event after 
the COVID-19 crisis 
perhaps comes to 
an end.

tor in chief or 
managing editor. 

No matter how 
much these editors 
with the titles want 
to run the story, or 
even no matter 
how close they to 
the writer, at the 
end of the day, they 
are only good with 
the title. 

Many times, 
these editors need 
the job to put the 
food on the table 
for their families. 

While I’ve met 
great editors, there 
are others who 
never care whether 
someone listens to 
them or not, be- 
cause they only 
care so much about 
money. 

In this respect, 
money represents 
choice; it repre- 
sents freedom; it 
represents com- 
fort; and above all, 
it means time. 

Time is the most 
precious thing we 
have, and until the 
day when science 


allows us to live 
forever, it is at a 
premium. 

These days, we 
are all slaves to 
money. Everything 
we do, from paying 
for a pint of beer 
and food through 
to a gallon of gas, 
requires money. 

We can't all be a 
manufacturer or 
producer of goods, 
as there is nothing 
that we produce 
that would be of in- 
terest to a person 
who sells, say, 
sweets.

find a lost pet if 
that day comes.” 

Petco Love Lost 
is a searchable 
free online data- 
base that uses

Pet owners can 
upload photos of 
their missing dog 
or cat to the web- 
site, which are im- 
mediately scanned 
to determine 
whether the lost 
pet is at a partici- 
pating shelter — in 
this case, at the 
Brampton Animal 
Shelter. 

Brampton Ani- 
mal Services took 
in 562 lost dogs 


and cats in 2020. 
Of these, only 163 
dogs (67 per cent) 
and 36 cats (11 per 
cent) were re- 
turned to their 
families. 

“We want to in- 
crease those num- 
bers. Pets who 
were not returned 
to their owners 
needed to be re- 
homed with new 
families,” said 
Kathy Duncan, 
manager of ani- 
mal services.
